Bobtail Tennis. 


Here is a new game, invented by two 


•western boys. They have named it' 'bob- 
tail tennis," and it is played with a 
flat wooden paddle but soniething like a 
tennis racquet 
Tho bat is 1H inches 


long, aud in tho oval or paddle part of 
the but nine holes an inch in diameter 
are bored. One of the holes is exactly in 
tho middle, "aud the others are arranged 
at eveu distances around the sides of 
the paddle about two inches from the 
edge. 


The middle hole is numbered 0 and 


the otlu i holes are numbered 20, 2o and 
30, usxordiug to the location. At the 
end of the bar, opposite the handle, is a 
string two or three feet long, and to 
the free end of the string a wooden ball 
is tied. This ball is somewhat larger in 
diameter than the holes are, so that it 
will not drop through. 


The object, of the game is to throw 


the ball in the air and so catch ic upon 
tho bat that it will lodge in one of tho 
holes. Should the ball stick in the mid- 
die hole it counts nothing, if it falls in 
a 20 hole it counts 20, and so ou. Shoulc 
the ball fall out of a hole immediately 
after lodging in it no 'score is made. 


Any number may play the game, and 


it is not so simple as it looks. Tiie ob 
jectof the string is to keep the ball fron 
rolling to :i distance, and it complicates 
the game somewhat by jerking the ball 
bi-ck suddenly when least expected.

Cer- 
tain officers represent the new sultan of 
thai enterprising country and direct 
the movements of the cruisers and bat- 
tleships aud torpedo boats just as if 
they meant business. 
Certain other 


officers represent the admiral of our 
navy and direct Uie defense, •while Cap- 
tain Taylor, the president, and tho rest 
of the faculty of the war college are 
umpires. 


It is assnmed thai when a crniser or 


a battleship is caught by a vessel of 
jgreater tonnage and heavier guns she is 
whipped, and off she comes from the 
map that represents the seat of vrar. 
The speed of a vessel is also taken into 
consideration, and if the nmpires think 
she has a chance to mn away they let 
her go and she seeks a harbor of refuge 
and is there laid np for such a time as 
is deemed necessary or sufficient for re- 
pairs. 


The geographical location, the depth 


of water, the protection of laud fortifi- 
cations, the convenience of coal and 
such other circumstances as enter into 
modern vyarf are are all taken into con- 
sideration, for when a commander takes 
his ship into a harbor that is unprotect- 
ed or has not a sufficient depth of water 
for his draft, the nmpires take him off 
the board as they would a pawn that 
had been overtaken by a queen in a 
gmne of chess. In fact, the war games 
are very much like chess and are played 
in a similar manner, except that the 
men are ships of diSerent strength and 
the board is a map of the world. 


These games were invented by the 


famous General \Toa Moltfce of the 
German army and have been used in 
the military schools of that empire for 
a long time.- It is believed that the suc- 
cess of the German generals in the war 
with France was largely-due to their 
training in this particular, for they had 
fought and refought over every inch of 
ground that lay between Berlin and 
Paris for years before the declaration of 
war,

Admiral Luce of our navy founded 


the war college here, and, having se- 
cured a set of the Von Moltke war 
games, adapted them for naval science ! 
and taught our officers how to play, j 
When he W33 placed upon the retired; 
list, Captain Mahaii sooceeded him, 
and he in turn was followed by Cap- 
tain Taylor, ona of the ablest and most 
scholarly men in the service, who was 
long identified with tho Nicaragua 
canal. 


In addition to the games of war the 


students l>ave the bene^t "of coarses oi 
lectures each term npon allied topics, 
such as geographical and political sci- 
ence, international law, history, tac- 
tics, gunnery and so on. Just now the 
Hon. E. J. Phelps, recently minister to 
England, is delivering a teries of lec- 
tures upon military and international 
law. 


The main features of the present ad- 


ministration are tactical and strategic 
games. These have been developed by 
Captain Taylor and his staff to a high 
degree of excellence. 


Competent judges say that they have 


done more to bring the officers of the 
navy to a knowledge of the serious and 
important side of their profession than 
anything that has happened since the 
civil war, and the games, which \vore 
ridiculed when Admiral Luce first pro- 
posed them, are now becoming recog- 
nized as essential to the proper educa- 
tion of the commanders of ships. 


There are a few oid fogies in the serv- 


ice who still sneer at the war college, 
and it is unfortunate that Admiral 
Raro=ay, who as chief of the bureau of 
detail at Washington ia the de facto 
head of the navy, is not in sympathy 
with its purpose or its plans. He has 
been a relentless foe to war games, and 
has done all he could to break np the 
colleges. Assistant Secretary McA^-doo 
during the present administration has 
been its steadfast friend aud thoroughly 
believes in its tisefnlueas, but until re- 
cently Secretary Herbert shared Admiral 
Banisay^s opposition and has done noth- 
ing to promote its success. 


Shortly before he went to Europo a 


few weeks ago Mr. Herbert went, to 
Newport and delivered an address bo- 
fore the faculty and students which 
contained n frank aud honorable confes- 
sion. He suid that ho had nuver been4*i 
sympathy with the institution and bad 
believed it to be a nselcss affair, bnt his 
judgment had boon baaed upon a misap- 
prehension that hurt recently been cor- 
rected and a lar.k of knowledge, that 
had recently boon supplied. Hf; said that 
tie regretted his orror aud that in bis 
future policy toward tho collfgo lie 
would endeavor to remedy tho fljimsgi; 
rie had dnn« to it in th^nnsr. Thnro waa 
con.arlernblfc surprise at the frank and 
volnutary acknowledgment, Imt it after- 
ward became known that Mr. Hc-rbfrt

received such careful and serious con- 
sideration at the war college as to con- 
vince the thinking men of the navy that 
their efforts are appreciated.—William 
E. Curtis ia Chicago Record. 


CURE FOR CHINA'S PLAGUE. 


A [Frenchman Has Fcmnd the Bacilli of 


the Black Death. 


M. Yersin has found the microbe of 


the black death. The discovery was an- 
nounced at the French academy of med- 
icine in a communication from him. 
China is the field of action of M. Yer- 
sin. After a short stay at the laborato- 
ries of the Pasteur institute, where his 
colleagues held him in high esteem, he 
traveled in the east, visiting Siam, Ton- 
quin and Indo-China. Finally he stopped 
at Hongkong, where, for the last few 
years, the plague has never died out. 
Indeed, M. Yersin places at over 100,000 
the number of victims during the few 
years of his stay. 


At Hongkong the young scientist pro- 


cured, at his own expense and at his 
own peril, corpses of Chinese who had 
died of the illness. In course of time ho 
isolated the microbe, then ho returned 
to Paris, where he duly cultivated it at 
the Pastenr institute. Back once moro 
in China he set to finding the proper 
serum with which the awful disease 
could bo combated. This he has achiev- 
ed, without a doubt, for one of 27 cases, 
with three injections to each, ho lias 
saved 25«patienta. This is good news 
for tho compatriots of Li Hung Chang, 
who die of the plague at an average of 
95 per cent.

was born in Switzerland of a Hngneno 
family that had left France at the tim 
of the revocation of the edict of Nantes 
but lie is French, having been natura' 
ized.—New York Press.

England partially demonetized sil- 
^r In 1816, as much as it is now, 


mating 40 shillings its limit of legal 
tender, nearly 810.00. From 1816 to 
1373, fifty seven years, we did bus 
loess with England and it was our 
largest trading acd business country 
in Europe. We had more trade with 
it than any other single nation. 
That silver was then demonetized 
occasioned no inconvenience to trade. 
We exchanged American cotton and 
Hour acd other farm produce for 
English manufactures and bills of ex- 
change arranged balances. When 
Germany demonetized silver in 1873, 
we made haste to follow suit, as we 
desired to follow monarchial and aris- 
tocratic precedents. We In 1776 de- 
clared and second independence of 
territory from Europe. We have yet 
to secure monetary independence as 
Dsmocraey proposes. Two-thirds of 
the world's nations use silver. It is 
not necessary to adopt gold to carry 
on trade no more than before 1873, 
and regulating our own currency wil 
restore the dollar to its old standard, 
and we will call «rjacfc other nations 
from providing gold for the few and 
silver' and 
paper money for the

Storage SEegervoirs. 


There are hundreds of farms in every 


part of the country where storage reser- 
voirs for impounding storm water ca 
be made at a level that will irriga. 
considerable fields without the interven 
tion of machinery. It is time these 
sources were being considered and nti 
ized. The present farming season bring 
up the subject, whether we want it •< 
the front or not, says the Texas farm 
and .Ranch, It lias been found profitabi 
to irrigate from wells. Shallow wells, o 
course, are preferred, but hundreds o 
feet of depth does not prohibit their use 
Cheap and economical engines have bee 
invented to do the lifting. Forthispur 
pose windmills are most economical fc 
small plants, in regions where thewiii 
is reliable. There are other engines bet 
ter fitted for operations on a larger scale 
One advantage of wells is that th 
water can be stored at any desirec 
height, thus bringing all or any part o 
the farm under water. In this cornice 
tion the authority quoted offers a prac 
tical hint for storage of pumped water 
The greatest sources of wastage are 
evaporation and seepage. In a largo res 
ervoir or pond these reach tbcir'inaxi 
mum, aixi in case of an accident all tb 
water stored may be lost iu a day. It ih 
much better to have two or more small 
er tanks or to add to the depth at thr 
expense of tho surf ace area. Some tank- 
have been mads where tho evaporutioi 
almost equaled the resources of tho puiuj 
and the evaporation aud seepage com- 
bined exceeded it in dry. hot weather. 
Two tanks aru better thau one in com. 
of any accident that might render 0110 
of them temporarily useless. 


New In American -Vsricalture.

Jonn Knarr, the aeronaut who 


made ..the balloon ascension yester 
day, can consider himself an extreme 
'y fortunate min, for it was only by 
a mere chance that his life was saved 
from being destrovcd bv a frightful 
fall. 


Miss LaRoy, the lady who bad 


been advertised in make the ascen- 
sion, was killed a few weeks ago at 
St. Louis by falling from a traprzs. 


In the morning ascension eveiy- 


thing resulted as satisfactorily as 
could be wished. About 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon the balloon, which 
had been inflated at the old mill 
yard between the Pennsylvania de 
pot and Pearl street, was made 
ready 
to 
have 
her 
anchors 


loosened 
The 
balloon 
was well 


filled and it started up very rapidly. 
When about five hundred feet high 
the balloon burst as it it had been 
cut by a huge knife The aeronaut 
attempt to cut loose the parachute, 
but the accident had come so sudden- 
ly and unexpectedly that he had but 
little time to thinfe what to do or 
how to save himself. One rops con- 
necting the parachute to the ballcon 
was separated from its fastenings, 
but the second rope cculd not oe 
loosened. In the drop the parachute 
opened, and it looked as if no danger 
would result 
BuD the next instant 


the huge balloon dropped onto the 
parachute, which collapsed under its 
weight, and its usefulness was par- 
tially destroyed 
The balloon, para- 


chute and man were making a rapid 
descendant? spectators turned their 
eyes from the scene, not wishing to 
see a human body dashed to pieces 
In his descent, fate seemsd to have 
provided a partial protection, for he 
fell onto a string of telepone poles. 
This checked his fall, and from there 
he dropped to the crushed stone 
street below, alighting on his back 
and neck, iflveryone expected a fatal 
result from such a fall, and the im- 
mense crowd was greatly excited 
for a moment he lay u-acoascious in 
ihe street, then he was carried into 
the yard of Martin Dibbling and 
medical aid hastily summoned 
He 


soon 
regained 
consciousness- and 


tnd was taken to tbe home of F. X 
Siebert, who is his brother-in-law 
An examination showed that no bones 
were broken and how this could so 
result Is a wonder to all who wit- 
nessed the accident. He rested fair- 
ly well last night and was up this 
morning but owing to severe patns in 
us back and breast be was- compelled 
to go back to bed. He complains of 
soreness and the physicians are unable 
as yet to tell whether or not he is 
injured internally. 


Knarr has been making balloon as 


censlons for over ten years and has 
oeen very successful in all exhibi- 
tions. His balloon he used yesterday 
was an old one and before the ascen- 
|ion he was advised by friends not to 
use it, as it showed itself to be un- 
safe a few days ago.
